effect July 1. Foreigners operating 
in Mexico will pay the tax under pro- 
test.

Deaf mutes love music. It thrills 


them. 
They feel It by placing their 


hands and elbows on a piano while the' 
teacher plays it. The vibrations not 
'only give sensations which enliven 
the body, but they actually stimulate 
them. The parts most sensitive to vi- 
brations are the chest, head, lungs and 
feet. "An exciting feeling comes up 
through the floor," is the way one deaf 
boy describes It, according to the Pop- 
ular Science Monthly. "Without music 
I would be lonesome," wrote a little 
Italian deaf mute. 
"It gives me a 


strong shock through the feet to the 
head," stated another. Others when 
asked to explain their sensations, said: 
"I feel it in my temples and in my 
legs," "I feel it through my body," and 
,"! feel It in my chest and lungs."' 


According to teachers of deaf mutes, 


musical Instruction Is more impor- j 
tant as an educational factor for the j 
deaf child than it is for the hearing.

guard. He has designated this week 
as a recruiting week for the regular 
army and calls upon all men between 
the ages of eighteen and forty years 
to enlist.

And Are Thrilled by Music

Deaf mutes love music. It thrills 


them. 
They feel It by placing their 


hands and elbows on a piano while the' 
teacher plays it. The vibrations not 
'only give sensations which enliven 
the body, but they actually stimulate 
them. The parts most sensitive to vi- 
brations are the chest, head, lungs and 
feet. "An exciting feeling comes up 
through the floor," is the way one deaf 
boy describes It, according to the Pop- 
ular Science Monthly. "Without music 
I would be lonesome," wrote a little 
Italian deaf mute. 
"It gives me a 


strong shock through the feet to the 
head," stated another.
